Our Gtmeral Property Tax 


The general property tax was em- 


ployed for several centuries by Euro- 
pean countries but it proved so un- 
satisfactory that it has been aban- 
doned. We Americans are having an 
unhappy experience but insist upon 
its continued employment. 
It today 


constitutes the principal tax in each 
of our forty-eight states. 


The rule is to assess and tax all 


property, 
real and personal In the 


state, not specifically exempt. 
The 


property, as stated in a previous ar- 
ticle, is assumed to be a just measure 
of one's ability to contribute to the 
support of the state. 


We are all familiar with the asses- 


sor who comes around about the first 
of May and without 
much ado de- 


termines tho value of real estate and 
personal property. 
The tax is then 


apportioned on the basis of 
this 


valuation. 


In determining the property to be 


assessed certain classes are exempted. 
First, property owned by the govern- 
ment, local, state or national is not 
taxed. 
The city of Madison can not 


tax the property of the University. 
No city can tax its postoffice. 
Such 


property is exempt on the theory that 
it would bo unwise 
for the govern- 


ment to tax his own property. Sec- 
ond, 
property 
owned 
by religious, 


charitable or educational institutions' 
in not 
taxed. 
Churches, 
asylums, 


and priVale colleges are not subject 
to-taxation, 
it being believed that 


these instltntlpns render such valu- 
able service in the improvement of 
society that they should be en- 
couraged by 
being 
made 
exempt 


from taxation. Finally, there are vari- 
ous kinds of wealth not taxed because 
of economic, social 
or ethical rea- 


sons. Often with a desire, to encour- 
age new industries, a city agrees not 
to tax the property of a factory for 
a period of years after its establish- 
ment. Again, the tools of a mechanic, 
the machinery of a farmer, tho house 
hold goods of citir-ens are frequently 
exe.mpted. 
Moneys, 
stocks, 
bonds, 


notes Or mortgages aro exempted it 
being 
frwinently 
maintained 
that 


they should not 
be employed as a 


measure of one's ability to pay or that 
the tax is unjustly shifted 
to the 


borrower. 


Many people have asked "Ts not a 


double tax an unjust tax?" "No. not 
necessarily. 
Our general 
proy>erty 


tax is a triple tax. We <lo not realize 
the fact because but one person as- 
sesses the property and one person 
collects the tax. But as a matter of 
truth, the state levies a tax upon tho 
property, the ootintv levies another 
and the town, village or city in which 
th«» property 
is located 
levies still 


another. 
K property were the ju-»t 


measure of one's ability to pay to the 
support of the state, then nil taxes 
should bo levied upon it whether there 
be one. two. 
three or a half dozen 


taxes assessed. 


There are serious defects, however, 


in the general 
property tax. And. 


while we shall

person's ability to pay taxes. 
Does 


a widow's home worth $1.000, a farm- 
era land worth $1,000, a merchant's 
stock of $1.000, and an tmoccepierl 
city lot worth $1.000 establish beyond 
a doubt that each ia equally able to 
pay taxes in support of the state? It 
is believed thnt tho manner in which 
the owner uses 
the property deter- 


mines to a largo extent its taxpay- 
ing power. 


Tho law provides 
that 
property 


shall b* assessed at its market value. 
But taxes being apportioned on the 
basis of this assessed value 
causes 


every assessor and every individual 
to fix the value of property as far 
below this point as possible. 
As a 


result we nave low and very unequal 
assessments. 


The assessor, elected by those desir- 


ing to escape taxation, fails to place 
a great deal of the taxable property 
on the assessment roll. This is es- 
pecially true of intangible personal 
property. 
In some of 
our leading 


cities it has been discovered that not 
more than two per cent, two dollars 
in every hundred, of this property is 
assessed. The taxes are made to fall 
upon the owners of real estate and 
tangible personal property. 


The general.property-tax often re- 


sults in unjust double taxation. Fre- 
quently a farm is taxed and also a 
mortgage upon the farm, tho property 
of a corporation and the stock of th-i 
corporation, and the possessions of a 
business man and the note by which 
the money was secured which en- 
abled him to acquire the possessions. 


Finally, the general property tax us 


administered today 
encourages dis- 


honesty. He who returns to the as- 
sessor the smallest portion 
of his 


property and makes the lowest valu- 
ation of that which he docs report is 
compensated most fully through a re- 


i ductlon in his taxes. This places the 
! stato in the unfortunate position of 


I paving the highest premium to the 
biggest falsifier. 


What can be done to remove then* 


evils? 
Tho failure to reach taxablo

i corrected to a marked extent by mak- 
>ing assessors appointive under civil
